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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

I  submit  with  pleasure,  this,  my  fourth  annual  re- 
port as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

According  to  the  poet  Robert  Burns,  "The  best  laid 
plans  of  mice  and  men  often  go  awry."  Such  appears 
to  be  the  case  with  the  first  grade  in  the  Central  School 
this  year.  Available  figures  indicated  a  first  grade  enroll- 
ment of  approximately  38  to  40  for  1953-54.  However 
school  opened  with  47  first  graders  and  as  of  January 
25th  this  number  has  increased  to  49.  It  has  been 
planned  that  by  assigning  a  grade  to  a  teacher  Epping's 
housing  problems  would  be  solved.  If  accurate  census 
figures  can  be  depended  upon,  there  is  one  more  year 
of  a  large  first  grade  coming  up;  after  which  class  sizes 
will  drop  down  to  forty  or  under.  If  this  holds  true,  the 
picture  need  not  be  too  discouraging. 

It  is  a  natural  fact  that  all  children  do  not  mature 
at  the  same  rate,  therefore  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion 
that  you  can  expect  there  would  be  a  few  pupils  in  a 
class  of  49  who  would  benefit  by  repeating  the  first 
grade.  Such  being  the  case  and  with  39  pupils  entering 
next  year  the  first  and  second  grades  should  be  divided 
into  two  classes.  This  would  make  necessary  one  more 
second  grade  teacher  for  1954-55,  retaining  the  two 
first  grades  as  well.  The  following  table  will  give  the 
best  picture  we  can  show  of  the  future  enrollment  and 
the  probability  of  a  drop  in  the  incoming  grades  after 
1954-55.

New  Teachers 

Mrs.  Priscilla  Estey  to  replace  Mrs.  Doris  Swift  who 
resigned  to  remain  at  home.  Mrs.  Estey  comes  to  us 
with  previous  experience  as  Home  Economics  teacher 
in  Simonds  high  school,  Warner,  N.  H.  Mrs.  Estey 
teaches  Home  Economics  7-12  and  coaches  girls'  volley 
ball  and  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  all  extra  cur- 
ricular  events. 

Mrs.  Helen  Forgan,  grade  3,  to  replace  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Banfill  who  resigned  to  remain  at  home.  Mrs.  Forgan's 
latest  teaching  experience  included  six  years  in  the 
Primary  grades  at  Raymond. 

Mrs.  Virginia  Hancock,  U.  N.  H.  "51"  grade  6  as  an 
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additional  teacher.  Mrs.  Hancock  comes  to  us  with  a 
half  year's  successful  teaching  experience  in  the  Derry 
Elementary  School.  She  will  teach  grade  6  which  has 
previously  been  divided  between  grades  5  and  7.  This 
permits  one  grade  to  each  teacher. 

Hans  Peter  Jorgensen,  P.  T.  C.  "53"  to  replace 
Donald  Kenyon  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in 
Hanover.  Although  this  is  Mr.  Jorgensen's  first  experi- 
ence he  is  carrying  on  a  very  good  educational  program 
for  the  West  Epping  upper  grades. 

Giles  Low,  Jr.  P.  T.  C.  "54"  as  an  additional  teacher 
for  grade  8.  This  grade  will  move  into  the  new  addi- 
tion upon  its  completion  and  become  a  part  of  the 
Central  School  thereby  leaving  grades  9,  10,  11,  and 
12  in  the  high  school.  This  should  aid  materially  in 
developing  a  coordinated  educational  program  in  the 
Epping  Village  Schools. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  V.  Quimby,  K.  T.  C.  as  an  additional 
teacher  in  grade  1.  Mrs.  Quimby  has  had  experience  in 
the  primary  grades  and  is  aiding  in  carrying  out  an 
extremely  worthwhile  project  through  the  division  of 
grade  1  into  two  groups  of  approximately  twenty-five 
pupils  each. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Whiting,  K.  T.  C.  "53"  to  replace 
Martha  Bassett  Avho  resigned  to  be  married.  Although 
this  is  Mrs.  Whiting's  first  year,  she  is  fitting  into  the 
grade  2  program  very  nicely. 

Miss  Irene  Tanguay,  B.  U.  "53"  to  replace  Miss 
Rosemary  Leombruno  as  Union  Music  Supervisor. 
Miss  Tanguay's  background  in  music  assures  a  sound 
musical  program  for  our  schools. 

Mrs.  Constance  Huss,  R.N,  to  replace  Mrs.  Constance 
Cooper  as  School  Nurse.  Mrs.  Cooper  was  granted  a 
year  leave  of  absence  because  of  ill  health.  Mrs.  Huss 
has  taken  a  very  active  interest  in  safeguarding  the 
health  of  our  school  children. 
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Additions  and  Improvements 

The  citizens  of  Epping  can  well  be  proud  of  the 
educational  improvements  they  made  possible.  Paul 
Currier  and  Son,  Contractors;  have  done  a  fine  job 
in  their  construction  of  the  two  room  addition  on  the 
Central  School.  A  new  heating  plant,  modern  toilet 
facilities  with  hot  and  cold  running  water  and  a  new 
sink  at  the  West  Epping  School  has  increased  the  physi- 
cal aspects  of  that  building  immeasurably.  The  increase 
in  the  civic  pride  of  the  pupils  is  manifest  in  their  at- 
titude toward  the  care  of  the  building  itself. 

The  presentation  of  about  four  acres  of  land  adja- 
cent to  the  Central  School  by  Mr.  Hollis  Woods  has 
answered  the  playground  problem.  This  will  provide 
space  for  a  baseball  field  and  at  the  same  time  give 
enough  room  to  assign  definite  areas  for  the  different 
age  groups. 

The  completion  of  the  Lunch  Room  area  should  be 
a  definite  part  of  next  year's  plans.  A  new  sink  and 
necessary  plumbing  were  provided  for  in  plans  for  the 
new  addition;  the  final  step  will  call  for  walls,  counters, 
tables  and  ceiling.  It  is  hoped  that  much  of  the  labor 
necessary  for  this  work  will  be  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

Repairs  and  Replacements 

The  boys'  and  girls'  toilets  in  the  Central  School 
should  be  painted  and  brightened  up.  The  old  urinals 
in  the  boys'  basement  should  be  replaced  with  modern 
upright  urinals  and  the  plumbing  for  the  same  should 
be  corrected.  This  is  necessary  to  eliminate  the  strong 
odors  that  build  up  in  the  course  of  a  day's  use.  The 
availability  of  toilets  in  the  addition  to  one  of  the 
lower  stairs  rooms  will  correct  the  inadequacy  of  the 
toilet  facilities  in  the  older  building. 
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School  Lunch 


Mrs.  Gladys  Page,  who  has  replaced  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Hackett  as  school  lunch  cook,  has  been  doing  a  fine 
job  in  providing  a  nourishing,  tasty,  hot  lunch  program 
for  the  young  people  of  Epping.  Approximately  75 
pupils  have  been  participating  in  the  daily  program 
which  has  been  well  supplemented  with  surplus  foods 
provided  by  the  Federal  Government.  The  West  Ep- 
ping mothers  are  again  providing  a  hot  dish  for  the 
children  of  that  school;  a  project  whose  sole  reward 
is  the  satisfaction  of  doing  a  service  to  the  young  people 
of  their  immediate  community. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  point  out  that  your  schools  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Boulanger,  Miss  Odiorne  and 
Mr.  Jorgensen  have  been  producing  a  good,  sound  edu- 
cational program.  Your  Superintendent  appreciates  the 
cooperation  of  all  the  teachers,  the  citizens  and  the 
school  board  in  making  this  possible.  We  are  all  work- 
ing for  a  common  goal,  "Better  Educational  Opportuni- 
ties for  the  Future  Citizens  of  Epping."  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  working  with  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
EPPING  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Board  of  Education 
and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

I  hereby  submit  this  report,  my  third,  as  a  Principal 
o£  Epping  High  School. 

September  9,  brought  the  largest  high  school  enroll- 
ment to  date  —  122  pupils,  grades  8-12.  Nine  "drop- 
outs" and  transfers  have  relieved  the  situation  some- 
what since  September.  For  the  first  time,  because  of  the 
size  of  the  8th  grade,  (33)  we  were  unable  to  move 
them  from  one  room  to  another  and,  therefore,  they 
were  assigned  Room  2  for  the  year.  This,  however, 
restricted  the  rest  of  the  school  to  smaller  quarters.  The 
crowded  conditions  and  expanded  program  have  elim- 
inated study  halls,  as  such,  and  study  pupils  are  now 
distributed  wherever  there  is  a  place  available.  At 
best,  study  halls  are  a  questionable  asset  to  any  school 
system,  but  doing  real  studying  while  another  class  is 
going  on  is  next  to  impossible.  Prospects  for  next  year 
are  no  better  with  16  prospective  graduates  and  ap- 
proximately 38  coming  up  from  the  7th  grades  of 
Central  and  West  Epping. 

Epping  High  was  fortunate  in  one  respect  —  that 
of  teaching  personnel.  Only  one  change  was  made  this 
year,  plus  an  additional  teacher  for  the  8th  grade.  Mrs. 
Doris  Swift,  who  resigned  last  spring  was  replaced  in 
home  economics  by  an  experienced  and  able  teacher — 
Mrs.  Priscilla  Estey.  Mrs.  Estey,  educated  at  Nasson 
College  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  has 
indeed  been  an  asset  to  the  staff  and  has  done  an  en- 
viable job  of  picking  up  where  Mrs.  Swift  left  off.  Mr. 
Giles  Low,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers'  College, 
has  done  a  tremendous  job  with  the  8th  grade.  The 
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addition  of  Mr.  Low  to  the  staff  has  released  the  high 
school  teachers  of  8th  grade  classes  and  helped  to  ex- 
pand the  curriculum  with  needed  new  courses.  Mr. 
Gray  in  social  science,  Mr.  Dunphy  in  mathematics  and 
science,  and  Miss  Keoseian  in  commercial,  continued 
to  do  commendable  work  in  their  respective  fields. 
Teachers  of  this  caliber  are  good  for  the  community  and 
their  loss  would  harm,  above  all,  the  students.  New 
personnel  would  mean  a  period  of  adjustment  for  both 
teachers  and  pupils  and,  therefore,  loss  of  valuable  time. 

In  spite  of  crowded  schedules,  professional  growth 
among  the  teachers  is  a  dynamic  thing.  Mr.  Dunphy 
is  adding  12  credits  of  advance  work  with  Saturday 
classes  at  Northeastern  University.  Mr.  Low  has  done 
graduate  work  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  your  Principal  is  adding  to  his  graduate  work  with 
an  extension  course  at  the  University.  This  added 
knowledge  is,  in  turn,  passed  on  to  your  children. 

Other  changes  within  the  school  have  taken  place. 
The  curriculum  has  been  broadened  to  include  solid 
geometry  for  the  first  time.  A  course  in  functional 
science  has  been  added  to  give  the  general  student  a 
wider  choice  of  studies.  In  home  economics  a  dressing 
room  for  the  textile  classes  has  been  added,  thus  ending 
the  use  of  the  supply  room  for  that  purpose.  Thanks  to 
the  class  of  1953  and  the  P.  T.  A.,  an  overhead  pro- 
jector, one  of  the  most  versatile  visual  aids,  has  been 
purchased.  Besides  its  general  use,  the  projector  will 
be  utilized  in  special  remedial  reading  classes.  The 
testing  program  has  been  completed  for  this  year  and 
results  are  at  present  being  used  to  guide  the  prospec- 
tive graduates  in  their  strongest  fields  of  work  and 
undergraduates  in  their  proper  courses.  Plans  for  the 
future  call  for  a  badly  and  urgently  needed  library  and 
reference  room,  and  if  and  when  the  8th  grade  is  re- 
moved to  the  new  addition  at  the  Central  School,  the 
small  side  room  will  be  dedicated  to  that  important 
project. 
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It  is  always  a  pleasurable  and  sustaining  thing  to  feel 
that  you  are  marching  ahead.  This,  I  believe,  we  have 
done.  I  wish  at  this  time  to  publicly  acknowledge  the 
invaluable  assistance  extended  by  Mr.  Scanlan,  our 
guidance  director.  To  the  teachers,  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  close  cooperation  that  has  been  shown  through- 
out the  year.  A  successful  school  rests  on  this  help  and 
the  many  hours  spent  in  coaching,  advising,  helping, 
and  directing  the  many  and  varied  extra-curricular 
activities  are  deeply  appreciated. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  deepest  gratitude  to  Mr. 
Ramsay,  the  School  Board,  and  the  parents  of  Epping 
for  your  interest  and  understanding.  Schools  are  not 
separate  and  should  not  be  separated  from  the  com- 
munity, and  collective  action  is  the  only  answer  to 
developing  and  producing  a  well-integrating  boy  or 
girl  that  will  be  a  credit  to  Epping  and  to  this  increas- 
ingly complicated  world.  We  have,  to  the  best  of  our 
abilities  and  resources,  tried  to  instill  the  needed  tools 
to  produce  such  an  individual.

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NURSE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Boards  Citizens  of 
Epping: 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  you  these  past 
few  months  in  the  capacity  of  school  nurse-teacher.  My 
aim  is  to  continue  the  fine  quality  of  care  to  which 
you  are  accustomed,  and  to  fulfill  your  confidence  in 
me. 

The  program  for  covering  the  health  needs  of  all 
school  children  is  a  full  one.  First  of  all,  the  first  aid 
requirements  of  the  school  are  checked  and  supplied. 
Fortunately,  there  is  seldom  a  major  accident  in  the 
schools,  but  even  from  minor  cuts  children  can  learn 
the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  prevention  of  in- 
fection. Every  mishap  can  be  turned  into  a  learning  ex- 
perience which  may  prevent  recurrences. 

All  children  undergo  a  health  appraisal  which  in- 
cludes heights  and  weights,  observation  of  teeth,  ton- 
sils, skin,  hair,  scalp  and  posture. 

Yearly  eye  and  ear  tests  are  done  also.  Follo^v-up 
visits  to  the  parents  are  made  in  cases  where  further 
care  or  treatment  is  indicated. 

The  teaching  of  health  to  school  children  rather  than 
being  done  on  a  classroom  basis,  is  carried  on  informal- 
ly with  individuals  and  small  groups.  Opportunities  for 
this  type  of  teaching  are  almost  constant. 

The  school  lunch  program  is  a  fine  one,  and  those 
concerned  with  the  planning  and  preparation  of  it  de- 
serve special  commendation.  It  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  the  nutritional  status  of  children  affects  their  physi- 
cal and  emotional  health  and  influences  their  school 
progress. 

With  the  availability  of  a  new  dentist  in  our  locality, 
we  have  been  able  to  start  a  dental  clinic  in  our  grade 
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school.  Many  thanks  to  the  Epping  Women's  Club  and 
P.  T.  A.  for  the  funds  donated  for  this  purpose. 

The  West  Epping  Women's  Club  deserves  special 
mention  for  continuing  the  dental  clinic  for  their 
grade  school  children.  They  have  worked  faithfully 
at  this  for  a  number  of  years. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  all 
school  personnel,  to  parents  and  to  local  groups  who 
aid  in  making  this  work  so  pleasant  and  rewarding.

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GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


To    the   Superintendent   of  Schools,  Members  of  the 
School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

Again  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  my  an- 
nual report,  the  second,  as  Director  of  Guidance. 

The  program  is  moving  along  well  this  year  toward 
our  objective  —  a  first  class  program  of  guidance  ser- 
vices for  all  our  pupils  from  grade  one  to  twelve.  The 
Individual  Inventory  for  each  pupil  in  the  eighth  and 
twelfth  grades  has  been  set  up  and  the  guidance  tests 
have  been  given.  On  the  basis  of  these  we  are  now 
counseling  each  pupil  individually  on  their  choice  of 
an  occupation  or  the  choice  of  a  course  in  high  school 
in  which  they  will  begin  the  training  for  a  vocational 
career.  Mr.  Boulanger  gave  the  vocational  guidance 
battery  of  tests  to  the  eighth  and  twelfth  grades. 

In  order  to  acquaint  the  pupils  with  the  opportuni- 
ties in  the  various  fields  of  work  this  year  we  are  using 
three  approaches:  I  —  Bulletins  giving  information 
about  the  various  careers  are  placed  on  the  bulletin 
board  each  week;  2  —  Classes  each  week  for  the  eighth 
grade  pupils  during  which  time  I  discuss  with  them 
the  occupational  world  and  the  many  types  of  careers 
and  opportunities  therein.  We  are  using  part  of  this 
class  as  a  time  during  which  we  discuss  the  Develop- 
ment of  Personality.  We  are  making  plans  to  have 
these  classes  become  a  regular  part  of  the  program.  3  — 
Individual  counseling  —  This  is  basic  to  the  whole 
process  of  guiding,  the  time  when  I  sit  down  with  them 
and  talk  over  their  career  and  its  possibilities. 

Miss  Odiorne  gave  the  tests  to  the  fourth  and  sixth 
grade  pupils.  These  are  the  Standardized  tests  Tvhich 
compare  the  progress  our  pupils  are  making  in  Read- 
ing, Arithmetic,  and  Language  with  other  fourth  and 
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sixth  grade  pupils  in  the  United  States.  These  tests,  too, 
point  out  the  weaknesses  which  need  to  be  strengthened. 
An  aptitude  test  was  also  given  to  the  fourth  and  sixth 
grade. 

We  are  adding  this  year,  for  the  use  of  the  teachers 
in  the  first  three  grades,  a  Standardized  Reading  Test. 
It  is  during  these  three  grades  that  help  in  reading  may 
be  most  advantageously  given. 

We  are  now  working  on  the  Individual  Inventory 
for  each  pupil  starting  with  the  first  grade.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  inventory  is  to  keep  a  close  check  on  the 
progress  the  child  is  making  in  his  physical,  mental, 
social,  emotional,  and  moral  development.  If  a  pupil  is 
not  doing  work  up  to  his  potentialities,  if  he  is  not 
getting  along  well  with  the  other  children,  if  he  is  not 
developing  properly  emotionally,  it  is  in  the  early 
grades  that  he  can  be  best  and  most  easily  helped. 

We  are  planning  this  year  on  a  course  for  the  teachers 
in  Personality  Development  and  the  use  of  our  tests. 
A  course  for  parents  in  Child  Training  will  be  given 
in  March. 

For  those  interested  adults,  the  Vocational  Guidance 
Battery  of  Tests  will  be  available  in  the  spring,  along 
with  an  individual  appraisal. 

I  feel  that  the  guidance  program  is  well  on  its  way 
toward  becoming  an  integral  part  of  our  educational 
system.  For  this,  and  the  good  progress  which  we  have 
been  making,  a  great  share  of  the  credit  must  go  to 
Miss  Odiorne  and  the  teachers  of  Central  School;  also 
to  Mr.  Jorgensen  and  Mrs.  Smith  in  West  Epping.  In 
the  high  school,  Mr.  Boulanger  and  his  staff  of  teachers 
have  shown  excellent  cooperation. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation 
to  you  all  for  your  help  and  understanding.
